This ordinance,” said he, is a proposal to 
steal the water- wor ks of Chicago, and make 
an entering wedge so that eventually the 
Water Department will be disrupted, and the 
revenue which the city receives and which 
should be increased will be diminished; and 
I want to say that in all the Coun- 
cils we have had, when we have had 
such ordinances presented, there never has 
been a time whena majority of the Council 
wasin favor of it. I trust the gentlemen 
here will pause before they vote to give away 
the Water Department or any portion of it. 
We have but one department which is self- 
sustaining and which brings a revenue to the 
city. There are always greedy corporations, 
even within our own city, who would steal 
this, if they possibly could, and I say that this 
means a disruption of the Water Department 
of the City of Chicago. It means the cutting 
déwn of the revenue; it is intended to extend 
the Water Department, to construct new 
mains and new tunneis and pumpmg works, 
and to supply the streets and people that way. 
After you pasa this ordinance you will find that 
another Council perhaps will amend, and from 
year to year additional iegislation will be pro- 
cured until the Water Department will be dis- 
rupted by some corporation. They talk of 
the gas trust. I know we are in the hands of 
the Gas trust and the Standurd Oil trust. Do 
we want to put the Water Department in the 
hands of a trust, the only department that 
returns any revenue to the city? It is an out- 
rage, and the people will nut tolerate it.” 

Kent Moves to Refer Back. 

Ald. Kent inoved that the matter be re- 
ferred back to the Committee on Fire and 
Water. He said: The Committee on Fire 
and Water never considered the ordinance 
and it was sent back to the Council without 
the recommendation of the committee, It is 
which the members of this 
Council ought to consider fully before voting 
upon. This ordinance means the entering 
wedge isto securing control of the water sys- 
tem of the City of Chicago. We ought not 
to give any corporation any chance to come 
in competition with our water system. 
We would have this system in competi- 
tion with us and it will go further in 
a short time. In the ordinance there 
is no limit as to the number of mains, no 


4 limit as to the size of the mains, no limitation 


of any character whatever, and this company 
could put in forty-eight to sixty-inch mains 
through our streets. They are permitted to go 
into every street, alley, avenue, and public 
place in our city. As to heat and power we had 
an example in New York City in 1892 or 1893. 
Down in the business district, near Astor 
street, one of the mains exploded and caused 
large damage to property interesisin that 
portion of the city. If I remember correctly 
the damage was $350.000. In this ordinance 
the bonds asked for are $50,000. I move you 
that the whole matter go to the Committee on 
Fire and Water.” 
Motion I¢ Laid on the Table. 

Ald. Cooke moved to lay Ald. Kent’s mo- 
tion on the table, and his motion was adopted 
by a vote of 27 to 31 on roll call.

It Means a Relt Line. 

The construction of the proposed extension 
line will mean practically a beit line which 
the property-owners say will utterly destroy 
the adjoining lake front for public use and 
ruin the most beautiful residence district of 
what is known as the East Side in South Chi- 
cago. The citizens have been making a vig- 
orous fight to defeat the ordinance and showed 
their feeling in the matter in no mild manner 
when the Railroad committee of the Council’ 
visited the proposed route ten days ago. The 
committee was to have. held a meeting the 
day after the visit referred to, and a hundred 
citizens flocked to the City Hall at that time 
to show by argument and reason that the or- 
dinance should not be passed, but the com- 
mittee failed to come together at the time, 
and the citizens convinced themselves that the 
members or some of them were not willing to 
give them a fair hearing on the subject. 

When it was advertised that the committee 
would meet yesterday to. consider the ordi- 
nance D. S. Taylor, the leader of the opposing 
citizens, was on hand, backed up by not less 


— more directly and at less expense by 
ollowing the lines of existing roads.

‘GERMANS PREDICT 8 W1FT’S ELECTION. 


They Even Think He Will Have a Larger 
YWeutonic Vote than Wenter. 


One thousand German Republicans of the 
Southwest Side met last night at West 
Twelfth Street Turner Hall under the aus- 
pices of the Cook County German-Ameri- 
can Central club. Such was the enthusiasm 
manifestedt prophecies were made that 
George B. Swift would receive a much larger 
German ‘vote than his opponent. 

Louis Sala, who presided, said Wenter’s 
election would be a vindication of Hopkins’ 
misrule. The Democratic candidate was 
’ claiming the solid German vote. The Ger- 
man Republicans would not desert their — 
ty to support him, even though he did belong 
to their nationality. He was the candidate 
of an administration that had pl ed the 
‘city into a $6,000,000 debt and should be de- 


introduce reform into 
the Ctty Hall. 

WilMam Tagte said Swift would poll a big« 
ger German vote than Frank Wenter. The 
Germans, like all other honest citizens, were 
tired of Hopkins and his machine and were 
anxious to supplant them with a Republican 
administration. A Democratic election 
board had robbed Swift of office over a year 
ago and advocates of fair play were going to 
condemn its action. The ticket was made 
up of men experienced in municipal affairs, 
who, if elected, would work together for 
clean city government. 

Bugene Seegert said if Wenter were the 
nonpartisan candidate he was posing to be, 
he should repudiate the Democratic machine 
that nominated him. He was in favor of 
having saloons wide open all day Sunday, 
contrary to the law of the State and the will 
of respectable citizens. Germans did not 
want to make the saloon their meeting- 
house Sunday and were not enthusiastic for 
anopenday. Swift, if elected, would compel 
saloons to close at midnight instead of being 
now the resort of thieves and gamblers. 

Dr. Berthold of St. Louis said Mr. Swift 
was being supported by voters irrespective 
of party. The people were crying for re- 
form and knew that the Republicans, who 
originated it, were anxious to introduce 
such a system into municipal government. 
The Democrats by their silence were oppos- 
ing the civil service -policy and in secret 
working against its adoption. They wanted 
a continuation of gang rule, but all honest 
voters would support the policy and elect the 
Republican ticket to introduce it.

The night shift of men at Central detail 
got a chance to hear John W. Ela discuss the 
civil service bill and its provisions at 6 o’clock 
last night. Those who didn’t want to hear 
him left the squad room by a window. Those 
who remained let it be known through their 
mouthpiece that they were ungualified'y 
aga inst civil service and decidedly in favor of 
keeping their places by means of their pollt- 
ical influence. Mr. Ela’s seed found barren 
ground. He made almost exactly the same 
talk as he made to the other shift of men, 
and got more attention than he did Thursday 
night. Heexplained the bill thoroughly and 
dwelt at length on the impossibility of a 
This 
was the point that went particularly home. 
The men at Central Detail are the politicians 
of the force. Most of them have got to 
Central from some outlying station through 
pure strength of pull. To tell those men 
that under civil service laws their pull 
goes up the flue is toset them fighting, and 
Mr. Ela did it. Detective Sergeant McWeeny 
of the Central Station was the man who came 
forward as spokesman for the men., One 
sentence of his practically voices Central De- 
tail’s opinion of the bill. They were talking 
about what happened to men who failed to 
pass the examination, and McWeeny had com- 
mented upon the fact that there was no ap- 
peal from the. decision of the Examining 
Board.

TAX-EATERS ARE OPPUSING IT. 


City Hall Employes Fighting Civil Service 
Law’s Adop'ion. 

Ever since the agitation for the adoption of 
the civil service law commenced there has 
been a lack of sympathy for the measure 
about the City Hall. Few employés had the 
boldness to come out and say they were op- 
posed to it, much less to admit they were 
secretly working against its passage, but 
after the veil had been pulled aside by the 
publication by Taz Trrbuns yesterday of the 
true condition of affairs, the tax-eaters who 
are working for Mr. Wenter’s election were 
willing to show their colors, and there is 
ecarcely a man in the employ of the city who 
is not working to defeat the adoption of the 
law. There is good reason to believe that Mr. 
Wenter has promised a large nuraber of the 
employés that if he is elected they will 
be retained, and evidence has been 
unearthed already showing that the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Mayor bas se- 
lected his Superintendent of Police and that 
the man selected is making promises to se- 
cure votes, 

Mayor Hopkins denies the report that he 1s 
against the law, but up to date no 
one has accused him of manifesting any tc- 
tivity to secure its adoption. Supt. Brennan 
of the Police Department denies that he has 
issued any instructions or detailed any men to 
work amoug the policemen to secure votes 
egainst the law, and Chief Swenie declines to 
go on record.as to whether he is for or against 
it. He suid yesterday: 

I have not spoken to a man in the department 
in reference to the measure or asked a man to 
vote for or against it. There is no truth in the 
report that men have been detailed to work 
among the men of the department to get them to 
vote against this measure and I pay no gttention 
to stories about a reorganization of the depart- 
ment which blow around about election time. 

When the Chief was asked if he was per- 
sonally for or against the a e he said he did 
not care to answer the question. 

Mayor Hopkins said positively that he had 
not directed that the law should be opposed 
ner had he requested any city employé to 
vote for or against it. 


BREAK IN COMMISSION REPAIRED 


Jahn H. Hamline Mi, understands the Re- 
quest for Papers. 

The break iu the Police Commission made 
by tne sudden resignation of Commissioner 
John H. Hamline Thursday was as suddealy 
repaired yesterday by his retracting it. At 
11a. m. yesterday Mayor Hopkins received 
the following letter: 

The Honorable John P. Hopkins, Mayor of the 
City of Chicago.—Dear Sir: Capt. Campbell was 
in this morning and informed me that he did not 
come from you yesterday demanding papers, and 
that I misunderstood him to that effect. and 
he only came to get the papers for Mr. Ela. I 
regret that | misunderstood him, and, acting 
upon such misunderstanding, tendered my resig- 
nation. Asthe term is about up it will be un- 
necessary for me to withdraw resignation, 
but permit me to assure you up to the present 
time 1 have received unfailing courtesy from you 
and that civil service reform has met in you a 
stahch protector. 

Assuring you that I would be glad during the 
few days to assist the commission in 
can unofilicially, I remain verv truly 
yours, Joun H. HAMLINE.

SECOND TALK TO THE CRANE MEN. 


More Than Four Hundred Werkmen 
Listen to Plain Statements, 

The second noonday talk at the Crane ele- 
vator works was held yesterday for the ben- 
efit of the men employed in the brass foun- 
dry. It was attended by more than four hun- 
dred enthisiastic workmen. Frank I. Moul- 
ton spoke, explaining the merits of the civil 
service bill and was listened to attentively. 
Mr. Moulton said that the oft-repeated ob- 
jection to civil service reform was that no- 
body but a college graduate, who was ac- 
quainted with Greek and Latin, could secure 
an office. He explained that under the pro- 
vision of this bill any man who could pass 
the examination, no matter what hie rank 
was, was bound to get the office; he appointed 
himself; that the examination was thorough- 
ly practical; that if a man was to be a clerk 
he was examined in those branches which 
any business man would require ofa clerk; 
if he was to bea mechanie he was to be ex- 
amined in those things which every mechanic 


knows. 

Alexander A. McCormick, Secretary of the 
Civil Service Campaign committee, followed 
Mr. Moulton. He said: 

The only opposition which comes to this bill 
is by the gong politicians and dishonest office- 
holders. In the Nineteenth Ward last night the 
statement was made by one of the speakers that 
if the civil-service bill was pa „ then the 
Alderman in the w could not give out the 
jobs which he had promised; that svery man who 
wanted a job should vote against civii-service 
reform. Ot course this sort of reasoning would 
not appeal to the honest workmen, and I believe 
that every workman who understands what this 
| bill means for Chicago would vote for it. In the 

City of Chicago there re thirty-four insepectors 
of streets, who are paid $1,000 a year to see that 
the contractors who ciean streets and alieys 
do their work properly. From the condition of 
the streets and alleys io this city I should 
say we have not an inspector in Chicago 
who can tell a clean, street when he sees 
it. You taxes for having the streets 
cleaned; if you own your use you pay your 
taxes directly: if you rent your house you pay 
your taxes and rent. and are entitied to clean 
streets; you are entitled to have your ashes and 
garbage removed regularly. but under the pres- 
ent system with the inspectors, who are bought 
up by the contractors, you and your family are 
—— in danger of disease every day. Under 
the civil service lawif acontractor fails to do 
his duty complaint can be made against him be- 
fore the Civil Service Commission, and on proof 
that he had neglected his duty he can be dis- 
charged and an honest man put in his place. The 
civil service reform bill means that every honest 
citizen has the same. chance as every other citi- 
zen to secure a position in the employ of the city. 


PRINTERS LISTEN TO ITS PRAISES. 


They Are Told What the Law Will Ac- 
cemplish When in Force. 

E. I. Galvin addressed nearly 200 em- 
ployés of P. F. Pettibone & Co., printers, 
and the Chicago Screw company at No. 48 
Desplaines street yesterday noon. He was in- 
troduced by Mr. Pettibone, who called the 
employés’ attention to the fact that politics 
did not enter into the matter and that it was 
spoken of only in the interest of good gov- 
ernmeat. Mr. Galvin opened his address by 
saying it was a great pleasure for him to talk 
to the followers of that great American, Ben- 
jamin Franklin, and then he said: 

Civil service is one of the grandest steps in hu- 
man progress, and people are only to know 
the salient features of the system to support it.

aminations will be conducted on a fair basis. 
There is a feeling abroad that the entire police 
force and Fire Department will have to take this 
examination after the new administration comes 
in ifthe measure is adop This is not so. Ex- 
aminations will be only for new candidates, and 

romotions will always be on the merit system. 
ositions will be tiled on the requisition of the 
head of the department where help is required, 
and the Commissioners by law are 2 to take 
the men at the top of the eligible list. It is said 
whoever is elec tame will turn ont of 
office whomever they care to regardless of civil 
service. I don’t deny is is possible, be- 
cause the new law will not go into effect far 
ninety days after election. Butif the Mayor who 
is elected should begin to turn employés out and 
should not fulfill the spirit of what he had in- 
dorsed before election he would not dare to hold 
up his head before pubiic sentiment after having 
falsified.

Neither the Traditional Oldest Inhabitant 
Nor the Weather Bureau Ever Wit- 
nessed the Like of It Before Here at 
This Time of the Yeat=Prediction 1s 
for Cold Weather Today=Chicaro Peo- 
ple Suffer from Whirlwinds of Dust 
and There Is No Municipal Aid. 


Chicago never saw such a March day as 
yesterday. The oldest inhabitant and the 
United States Weather Bureau united in say- 
ing so. At 4 p. m. the thermometer in the 
Auditorium tower registered 78° above zero, 
while at street level there were many places 
where the mercury soared to 80° and even 
higher. The thermometer was abnormally 
high throughout the West and Northwest. 
The wind biew steadily from the south west, 
bat it was expected to change to the north- 
west before this morning, bringing cooler 
weather today. At 7 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing the temperature was 42° above, at 9 
o'clock it was 50°, at 11 it was 68°, at 12 it 
was 707, at 1 p. m. it was 75°, and at 4 it was 
78°, and at 6 it had fallen to 75°. 

It was an unsatisfactory day for the 
amateur weather prophet. All signs failed 
him. Early in the morning he noticed that 
the sun was obscured by hazy ciouds and that 
a fresh breeze was springing up from the 
south. He looked above, sniffed the air 
audibly, and wagged his head sagaciously, 
„We will have rain before night,” he ejacu- 
ated oraculariy and he brought out his um- 
brella. He had no occasion to un roll it. 
There wasn't a bit of moisture within a 
radius of a thousand miles and at that time 
none in prospect for many hours. Prof.

Clouds of Dust in the Street 


Yesterday, as for many days past, the peo- 
ple of Chicago made their way about the city 
through clouds of dust. The streets and 
alleys are in an unspeakably flithy condition, 
The remarkably dry weather, considering the 
time of the year, and the heavy traffic have 
combined to pulverize the accumulated filth 
of the winter into a powdery, nauseous com- 
pound which the lightest breeze lifts and scat- 
ters at will. When thereis a hard wind the 
air is filled with the stiflmg, blinding clouds, 
composed of the unclean refuse of the neg- 
lected streets. 

Naturally the people have asked, Why are 
not the streets sprinkled and cleaned? ey 
are not cleaned because there is no money 
available to pay for the work. As to the 
sprinkling that is another matter. Inquiry 
was made yestsrday at the office of the Com- 
missioner of Public Works whetuer there was 
no relief in sight from the dust nuisance. The 
person who sought for information was told 
street sprinkling was a matter that rested be- 
tween the property-owners and the contract- 
ors, Formerly the city looked after street- 
sprinkling and paid for it by special assess- 
ments. A year ago the courts decided that 
special assessments as applied to street 
sprinkling were illegal and since that time 

work has been done by private contract. 
There area few business-men in the down- 
town section who have the streets in front of 
their stores sprinkled and cleaned the year 
round by contract and these places are always 
in good condition, but they are so few 
far between that they do not alleviate the gen- 
eral condition. Usually the street sprinkling 
contracts are made May 1. 


Wait Till People Are Disgusted. 


In most years there has been enoagh rain 
and snow prior to May 1 to prevent the dust 
nuisance, but the contractors are neverin a 
hurry to get to work. They seem to like to 
wait until the public is disgusted and the mer- 
chants have sustained losses through having 
their goods damaged by dust. Then it is easier 
to make contracts and better terms are ob- 
tainable, 

The existing condition might be somewhat 
improved if the street railway companies 
would observe the provision’ in their fran- 
chisea which requires them to sprinkle their 
tracks, but so far this year there has been no 
track sprinkimg to speak of. An official in 
the office of the Commissioner of Public 
Works was asked whether the streets could 
be sprinkled and the work paid for out of the 

enera! fund, just as the removal of snow 
rom the streets was paid for. 

„Heavens, no!“ he answered. There 
isn’t enough money to pay for sweeping the 
streets. 

There have been some spasmodic efforts to 
clean the down-town streets within the last 
week or two. These efforts have been ob- 
served chiefly at night, the active agents be- 
ing ngs of laborers with brooms, who 
would raise a dense cloud of dust in sweeping 
the dirt into nice little piles, which the f rst 
gust of wind would scatter over the adjacent 
territory.

Peorth, III., March 29. Erhe 
*Slop’’ committee of the State Senate 
reached the city this afternoon and held a 
session at the National Hotel. It was late 
in the afternoon that the committee got to 
work. . 

The first witness was J. B. Greenhut. He 
was examined principally as to the cattle- 
feeding contract between the Distilling com- 
pany and Nelson Morris. The contract with 
Mr. Morris was made two years ago, Mr.

WILL THE JAPS OBEY THE EMPEROR? 


Buggestion That They Are Tos Much 
Elated with Victory to Stop Fighting, 


4* Washington, D. C., March 29.— The news 


that an unconditional armistice had been de- 
clared by the Emperor of Japan was con- 
firmed at the Japanese Legation, where it 
was caid a cablegram to this effect had been 
received from the home government. 

China made the offer of the armistice, and 
the Peace Pienipotentiaries of Japan were em- 
powered by the Emperor to accept it without 
condition. This was done in view of the un- 
expected event that happened—-viz.: the at- 
tempted assassination of Li Hung Chang. 
The armistice, Minister Kurino of the Japa- 
nese Legation said, will be effective until the 
peace negotiations are concluded. 

After a meeting of the Peace Ambassadors 
bad been decided on China requested the dev- 
laration of an armistice, but this request had 
not been atted upon favorably by Japan. 
His governthent, Minister Kurino said, had 
not been inclined to stop warlike operations 
except on certain conditions. These condi- 
tions are not known, dut it is suggested that 
probably the occupation of Taku might have 
been one, Japan wishing something as a guar- 
antee of the willingness and earnestness of 
the Chinese for an amicable settlement of the 


war. 
Li's Assailant Cau<es It, 


- China evidently could not arrive at a con- 
clusion to agree to the stipulations demanded 
by Japan and the attempt on the life of the 
Chinese Peace Ambassador solved the prob- 
lem for the time being and hostilities will be 
suspended. There willbe no withdrawal of 
the Japanesd troops from Chinese territory, 
however. 

The power of the Japanese Government to 
execute the armistice will now be put toa 
critical test, The military power of Japan, 
in the judgment of intelligent observers, has 
almost outstripped the civil power during the 
war. This has caused serious concern, as it 
has been feared that the military element, 
backed by the war spirit among the people, 


“would not submit to an armistice, even if the 


civil authorities ordered one. To meet this 
emergency achange of army commanders 
was recently made. There had been three 
army corps, operating in different campaigns, 
and each under a General of supreme author- 
ity over his particular campaign. 

Kowatsu’s Critical Position. 

Three weeks ago, in anticipation of the 
armistice, Prince Komatsu was created Com- 
mander-in-Chief of all the armies. The pur- 
pose of this step was to concentrate authority 
in one man, in close touch with the imperial 
household, who could thus execute an arms 
tice by a simultaneous cessation of hostilities 
by the three armies, It “now remains to be 
seen whether Prince Komatsu can execute the

Later he 
telegraphed that the Japanese had captured 
two forts, 

A Shanghai dispatch to the Times says nine 
Japanese cruisers and two gunboats, the 
squadron being under the command of Ad- 
miral Ito, bombarded the forts on Penghui 
Island March 23. One thousand troops were 
landed from five transporte and an attack was 
made on the fort which dominated 
the others. The Chinese evacuated the 
position during the night and the 
Japanese entered the morning of March 24. 
The Japanese then turned the guns on the 
other forts, which made no reply. The 
magazine of one of the western forts ex- 
ploded before the position was evacuated by 
its defenders, Only 1,000 prisoners were 
taken, the other Chinese being allowed to es- 
cape the junks off the shore. The Jap- 
anese loss was one killed and twenty-seven 
wounded. The victors will leave 3,000 men 
to guard Penghui Island. Provisions for four 
months will also be left there. The Japan- 
ese have now secured a southern base for 
their operations and the fleet is about to 
leave ia view of peace having been es- 
tablished on the island, 

The British cruisers Leander and Spartan 
ha ve arrived at Takow. The British dispatch 
vessel Alacrity, with the Admiral on board, 
left Shanghai today for Formosa. Nine Jap- 
anese warships which steamed down the east 
coast of Formosa passed South Cape March 
27. A jurk was captured by the Japanese, 
and those on board were questioned as to the 
locality of British warthips, after which the 
junk and its crew were released. The British 
Consul has advised that all foreign women 
and children leave Formosa. A number has 
already gone to Amoy and Honkkong. The 
Black Flags in Southern Formosa are inso- 
lent to.the forty whites who compose the for- 
eign population of that part of the island.

New American Invention Successfully

Dominion Premier Surrenders to Tupper on 
the School Quest lan. 

Ottawa, Ont., March 29.—[Special. |—The 
difficulty between Sir Charles Hibbert Tup- 
per, Minister of Justice, and his colleagues of 
the government was patched up at a Cabinet 
meeting today. As the price of Sir Charles’ 
return to the ministry the government is 
committed to a short session of Parliament 
with dissolntion immediately after proroga- 
tion. This program the government will, 
however, find it difficult to carry out, as the 
Liberals in opposition promise an eventful 
session, with possibly revelations of a char- 
acter similar to the scandals which drove Sir 
Hector Langevin from the Ministry of Public 
Works in 1891.

HOUSE OF OOMMONS PASSES A 
SWEEPING RESOLUTION. 


It Takes Up and Pats Throngh a Motion 
Declaring for Home Rule for Engiand, 
Ireland, Scotland, and Wal- Redmond 
Opposes the Resolation, While Dillon 
Supports IteBalfour Begs the House 
Not to Make Itself Ridiculous in Fuss- 
ing the Motion. 


London, March 29,—In the House of Com- 
mons today James Dalziel, advanced Liberal 
member for the Kirkdale District, moved 
the adoption of u resolution to give home 
rule to England, Ireland, Scotiand, and Wales. 

John Redmond, the Parneliite who sits for 
Waterford City, opposed the resolution, de- 
claring that it meant the shelving of Irish 
home rule until the House of Lords should 
have been abolished, John Dillon supported 
the resolution. 

The Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, the Conserv- 
ative leader, appealed to the House not to 
make itself ridiculous by voting in favor of a 
policy that was exactly the opposite of that 
which had built up the great empires of the 
world, 

A vote was then taken and the resolution 
was adopted by a majority of 24, the vote 
stand mg 126 in favor to 102 against. 

The resolution of Mr. Dulziel, adopted by 
the House of Commons, broadly speaking, is 
intended to allow each country to deal with 
its own affairs, subject to a hastily defined 
veto power vested in the imperial Parliament, 
In short it is the application to England, Scot- 
land, and Wales of the Irish home-rule scheme, 
modified or expanded to suit the circum- 
stances of each country. 


LION’S GROWL SHAKES A CONTINENT. 


Europe Stirred Up Over Eugland's Sensa- 
tional Break at France, 

London, March 29.—The statement which 
Sir Edward Grey. Parliamentary Secretary 
of the Foreign Otfice, made in the House of 
Commons last night, saying an advance of the 
French into the territory of the Upper Nile 
Valley, belonging to the Royal Niger com- 
pany, and therefore under British protection, 
would be an unfriendly act, and that it was 
wellknown to France that Great Britain 
would.so regard it, is causing a profound sen- 
sation here and on the continent, Sir Ed- 
ward’s announcement, which was read from 
notes belle ved to have been written by the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, the 
Earl of Kimberly, is looked upon as reveal- 
ing the extremely critical reladons now ex- 
isting between France and Great Britain. 
The fact that the statement was prepared in 
writing beforehand emphasizes the  serious- 
ness of the situation and shows that every 
word em bodies the views of the Cabinet. 

In brief, the statement is that itis becom- 
ing daily more difficult to live on good terms 
with France; that Great Britain has made 
concession after concession in the last two 
years in the interests of peace, but that the 
end has now come and it is now found neces- 
sary to warn France from the ministerial 
bench. The most important and significant 
portion of Sir Edward Grey’s statement was 
the following: 

„ But something beside our own efforts is 
necessary, and that is the codperation of the 
French Government and the French people.“ 

A dispatch to the Daily News from Paris 
says Great Britain may be prepared for a hur- 
ricane of abuse from the extremist press for 
some days to come, but the mischief is likely 
toend there. The Temps, Liserte, and Soir 
do not contain a word of comment. The un- 
important extremist papers publish articles 
on the subject under violent headlines. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Daily News gays 
that Sir Edward Grey's declarattons in the 
House of Commons in regard to the relations 
between Great Britain and France are repro- 
duced in the German newspapers almost with- 
out comment, The differences between the 
two countries are not believed to be of a 
serious nature. 

Paris, March 29.—Only the Journal des De- 
bats, of all the newspapers of the city, 
comments today upon the utterances of Sir 
Edward Grey, Parliamentary Secretary for 
the Foreign Office in the British House of 
Commons. The Debats says: 

In regard to the Upper Nile France can 
only recognize the rights of Turkey and 
Egypt and no others. The proclamation of 
England’s claims there does not constitute a 
title.“ 

Thursday M. Hanotaux, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, will reply to an interpellation in 
the Chamber of Deputies on the statement 
made yesterday in the British House of Com- 
mons by Sir Edward Grey concerning the re- 
lations between France and Great Britain.

KILL SAILORS OF AN AMERICAN UI. 


Bloody Conflict Between Them and Sel- 
diers at St. Cxtherines, Brazil, 

Boston, Mass., March 29.—The Maine 
schooner Isaac K. Stetson has arrived from 
Brazil and Cuba with a cargo of sugar. The 
Captain is C. F. Trask, the First Mate is J. 
E. Winslow, and the crew consists of four 
men. While at St. Catherines, Brazil, the 
crew then with the vessel was set upon while 
on shore by Brazilian soldiers, and so badly 
cut that two died immediately and one was 
left in the hospital there who was not ex- 
pected to recover. The fourth received one 
stab in the back, but it was slight, and he 
came along with the Stetson. 

The affair occurred Dec, 16. Fred Jansen, 
a Dane, Ingall Ranschott, Charles Johnson, 
and Nels Johnson, Norwegians, obtained per- 
mission to goashore. Word came that night 
to Mate Winslow that his men had got into 
a fight, and an investigation found the men 
in a badly used-up condition. Ranschott, 
Charies Johnson, and Jensen were terribly in- 
jured, the former having eight wounds, while 
the others each had five or six. Ranschott 
and Johnson died soon after being found. 
Nels Johnson only had one cut, that in the 
back. 

According to the story the men met some 
giris and were talking with them, when a 
party of soldiers came along and or lered 
them away. One word led to another, when 
the soldiers drew their daggers and fell upon 
the sailors, who were unarmed, and made 
short work of them. 

Capt. Trask saw the American Consul, and 
he notified the American Minister at Rio.

HE IGNORES THE LAW 


SUPERVISOR LEIENDEOKER LAUGHS 
ATTHE SOUTH TOWN BOARD, 


. 


He Refuses to Turn Over the Eecord of 
His Office, Including Pay-Rolls, Bills, 
and Other Accountse—South Town Clerk 
Demands the Books, but Leliendecker 
Walks Ont of the Meeting Carrying 
Them with Him and Defies the Mem- 
bers - He He Ia Aided in His Scheme. 


South Town Supervisor Leiendecker has 
again refused to turn over the records of his 
office, including pay-rolls, bills, and other 
accounts, to the Town Clerk, Abe Jacobs. 
At the annual meeting, held Tuesday, he was 
ordered by the board to have his books ready 
to be audited and given into the custody of 
the Clerk yesterday. He was profuse in his 
promises to do so, but yesterday he again 
disobeyed the unanimous order of the board, 
and, snapping his fingers in the face 
of the law, he walked out of the office 
with the book of records under his arm. 
The only end in view seems to be to postpone 
the examination of the accounts until after 
election, He has again promised to allow 
them to be examined election day at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon. Attorney E. O. Brown of 
the Civic Federation will be on hand at that 
hour and a copy will be made of the records. 
It is openly charged that the pay-rolis have 
been stuffed, and a brief examination of them 
yesterday was enough to strengthen the be- 
lief. Several men. it is said, were found in 
the lists who are credited with working thir- 
teen days in a week at 810 a day. The ex- 
tra seven days’ pay is said to befor “‘ over- 
time, which allowance was abolished by 
action of the board three years ago. 
The man who does janitor work apparentiy 
gets $80 a week and the night watchman $40 
for seven days’ work. Saloonkeepers and 
ward politicians, it is said, have been kept 
regularly on the pay-rolls without any pre- 
tense at work. 

To Investigate Charges. 
It is to prove or disprove these charges that 
Mr, Brown and Mr. Samuels, attorney for 
Clerk Jacobs,.wish a chance to examine the 
accounts of receipts and expenditures as kept 
by Supervisor Leiendecker. 
The board meeting last night wasa stormy 
one. For the first two hours the time was 
spent in argument and wrangling. Attorney 
McKeough, Sho is the legal representative of 
the board, but who owes his appvintment 
and liberal salary to Mr. Leiendecker, ap- 
peared as the champion and legal adviser of 
the Supervisor alone. He opposed the board 
in every action and ridiculed its members, 
and finally defied its authority. He was taken 
to task sharply by Justive White and Justice 
Lyon. 
The meeting itself came to nothing. The 
board refused tc audit the pay-rolls and other 
accounts, with che single exception of 
the item of office rent for nine 
months, amounting to $1,837. A brief 
examination showed the pay-rolls 
had not been verified by oath of the Assessor 
or his assistants, as the law requires. 
„Every member of the board was present 
‘when Justice Wallace called the meeting to 
order, and Clerk Jacobs at once demanded 


refused. Then Mr. Le:endecker attempted to 
rush the bills through, as had been done in 
the past. This brought several board mem- 
bers to their feet. Justice White remarked 
„He was not going to submit to the scheme 
of having bills shoved at him to be ap- 
proved without examination.

He said he should not be the creature of 
Mr. Leiendecker simply because he owed his 
job to him; that he was the attorney of the 
board and not the special counsel for Mr. 

The row continued for four 
hours, and resolutions were finally passed 
signifying the intention of the board not to 
audit the accounts and instructing the Super- 
visor to turn over the accounts to the clerk. 
On advice of Mr. McKehoe he refused to do 
so. Mr. Jacobs made a formal demand and 
was again refused. Mr. Brown asserted the 
right as a citizen to see the books, and told 
Mr; Leiendecker he was acting in violation of 
the law. All the board members united in 
remonstrance, but Mr. Leiendecker carried 
the books away witha promise to produce 
them election day, and not before.“

Marcus L. Barrett Sues the Atlas National

A suit which grew out of the failure of the 
Meadowercft Brothers’ bank came to trial 
yesterday in Judge Smith’s court.

PEAOE NEGOTIATIONS AMONG ELE- 
VATOR MAKERS OOME TO NOTHING. 


Joha A, Roche and His Associates 
sorb the Standard Compi, It Is 
lieved, with the Intention of Leading 
the National a Merry Dance—The Lat- 
tore Refusal to Make Promises for the 
Futare Shattered the Pending Peace 
AcreementPonitive News Son. 


People who put up -high buildings in the 
United States in 18956 may enjoy lower prices 
for passenger elevators. Yesterday the 
transfer of the plant of the Standard Eleva- 
tor company to ex-Mayor John A. Roche 
and his associates was completed and placed 
on record, An inside story of the negotia- 
tions leading to its absorption was devel- 
oped, indicating that it was accomplished 
after strong efforts to bring about peace be- 
tween the so-called elevator combine and 
its outside competitors had failed. In con- 
sequence of the failure it is said by insiders 
there will be a flerce renewal of hostilities 
among manufacturers, the results of which 
are likely to chop down the prices of elevat- 
ors. 

The war among the elevator manufactur- 


ers began in 1891. It has languished some- 


what during the stoppage of building opera- 
tions which followed the panic of 1803. 
In the year first named the Standard Ele- 
vator company was formed by men who had 
been connected formerly with one of the 
old established companies. Its appearance 
was signalized, first, by lower bids for eleva- 
tors, and later by the inauguration of suits 
against it for infringement of patents.About 
the same time papers of incorporation for 
an organization entitled the National 
company were taken out at Springfield. 
The latter was the first step, so it is said, 
of the old elevator manufacturers to carry 
out what was declared to be substantially 
a combine. The old manufacturers were 
the Otis Elevator company of New York, 
Crane Elevator company of Chicago, Hale 
Elevator company of Chicago, Whittier 
Elevator company of Boston, and Stokes & 
Parrish company of Philadelphia. Their 
combined capital was $2,000,000. The offi- 
cers and directors of the National company 
were chosen by the manufacturing compa- 
nies named. A working agreement was 
fixed up under which the country was divid- 
ed and certain territory allotted to each 
company, with penalties attached to any 
violation. A considerable interest in an- 
other steam elevator company and the con- 
trol of an electric elevator company were se- 
cured and the combine started in to teach its 
competitors lessons, 


First Eff ct ta Slash Prices. 


There were only a few of the latter, but’ 
the first effect of the war was to cut pric es. 
There has been one building erected in thid 
city whose battery of elevators cost as high 
as $140,000, This probably was the largest 
individual contract let in years, but expen- 
ditures of $40,000 to $50,000 for elevators are 
not rare. The so-called trust in bidding for 
work speedily found its competitors were 
not asleep. In the case of one building it is 
said they cut under the trust figures $30,000, 
and got the contract. In certain buildings 
contracts were awarded at figures which, it 
is said, showed almost a loss, although there 
is a wide margin for the manufacturers in 
the business, as ordinarily conducted. 
Throughout all parts of the country the war 
was waged. A few months ago, it is de- 
clared, the results of it, as expressed in fig- 
ures, were footed up. It was found, so it is 
said, it had cost one side $1,000,000 in profits 
that might have been had but for the con- 
flict. The balance sheet drawn off by the 
outsiders was even more unsatisfactory. 
Under these circumstances both sides began 
to think of possibilities of peace. 

Ten days ago conferences between repre- 
sentatives of the National company and the 
outsiders took place in New York. Consid- 
erable negotiation was necessary before the 
men present could be gotten together, there 
being much bitterness expressed by all. At 
the first talk a proposal was made to bury 
the past in peace and to conclude an agree- 
ment under whose terms prices would be 
sustained without the outsiders subscribing 
to membership in the National company. 
The details of the agreement were canvassed 
and it looked as if it might be signed, when, 
after several meetings, the representatives 
of the National company formulated an ulti- 
matum. They said they were quite willing 
to forget the war, but they could not under- 
take to say what they might do in the fut- 
ure. The statement was enough. The anti- 
combine manufacturers withdrew and peace 
was indefinitely postponed. 


He Evades a Direct Anawer. 


A few days later papers for the transfer of 
the Standard company to Mr. Roche and his 
friends were drawn up. By the purchase, 
which was consummated at the office of 
Knight & Brown yesterday, the plant of the 
company, comprised in its building at Fif- 
teenth street and Ashland avenue, passes 
over to the Standard Elevator and Manu- 
facturing company, the new concern organ- 
ized by Mr. Roche. The old company prac- 
tically goes out of existence. The ex-Mayor, 
who learned the elevator business as gen- 
eral manager for the Crane company, was 
asked yesterday to say something about the 
outlook for prices of elevators in the light of 
the fight with the National company. He 
evaded the inquiry with the remark: “ The 
outlook for building during the coming year 
has improved considerably. The Standard 
and other concerns manufacture elevators 
to sell them.” 

The earliest news of whatever slashes the 
revival of war will make in prices in large 
contracts will reach the public when the bids 
for elevators in the new Ellicott Square 
Building at Buffalo are opened. The job is 
said to be one of the largest in sight, and it 
is known the National company’s concerns 
and the outsiders are contesting for it.

ALLEGED HANDLING OF HI8 OFFIVE 
IN His OWN INTEREST. 


Bullding and Loan People at Blooming- 
ton Say a Thorough Investigation of 
His Metheds Would Farnish Good 
Reading for the People It Is Said His 
Family Prospers Financially to the 
Loss of the Associations Whose Inspec- 
tion Is the Duty of the State Auditor. 


Bloomington, III., March 29,— [Special. ]— 
In the opinion of some of the buildmg and 
loan people here a thorough investigation of 
the methods pursued by the office of Auditor 
Gore and the Gore family in the inspection of 
the associations of the State would {furnish 
good reading. The inspection of loans in 
other States than Illinois would, it is sug- 
gested, give valuable die-losures. One 
Bloomington associatiin has $58,000 in 
loans in Tennessee, another has $155,000, 
still another has a large amount in Tennessee 
and Kentucky. A man was sent to inspect 
these loans and when the bill was 
sent in for the work, it is alleged, a sepa- 
rate bill was sent in to each of the 
companies, separate per diem being charged 
to each association at the rate of $10 per day, 


same man, and but $10 per day should have 
been charged for all of it, It would be inter- 
esting to know who profited by this rake-off. 
It is alleged, also, that the charge for mileage 
was duplicated in the same way as the per diem. 
The southern trip was made by Everett E. 
Gore, Careful investigation has been made 
ata numberof places in Tennessee where 
there were heavy loans and no proof has been 
found so iar, it is alleged, that he ever was 
there. The hotel registers are mute on the 
subject and real-estate men failed to make 
his acquaintance, 

The inspection of at least one agsociation’s 
loans in Chicago was made by an inspector in 
company with the Chicago ageut of the asso- 
ciation. and it is said that sometimes the 
property was viewed from the window of a 
passing railway car, while in other instances 

t was not viewed at all, but reported on just 
the same. No itemiged account of time or 
mileage was ever made, it is said, for any of 
the trips. Itis alleged that the inspectors 
who visited Bioomington consumed at least 
thrice the amount of time that an expert 
should have taken for the work. It was their 
custom to begin on the books about 9:30 a. 
m. and work until about 11:30. m. In the 
afternoon they labored from any time they 
saw fit to commence until 6, when they 
sought their hotel. It was common talk, 
moreover, that the inspectors made a practice 
of conversing publicly to each other and to 
others at hotels and on trains of the affairs of 
the different associations on whose books they 
were engaged and of volunteering opinions 
and facts and figures as to their condition, 

According to law the auditor is allowed a 
„reasonable compensation for having the 
inspection done, The Auditor has himself 
fixed the compensation at $10 per day. 
Everett Gore has said that the inspectors are 
paid $7 per day and expenses, thus leaving a 
rake-off of $3 per day for the Auditor’s office. 
It is estimated that the Auditor has twenty 
inspectors at work ail the time. 

he total annual rake-off, therefore, would 
be about 515,000. Out of this should be 
taken $2,500 paid to Everett Gore and the 
salary of bis stenographer, say „leaving 
a bout $11,000 te be accoun for. Some 
people here would like to know where this 
sum has gone, 

It is also said that one of the inspectors had 
with him in the work here a man to whom 
was paid $60 per month and who was charged 
up to the associations at $10 per day. It is also 
alleged that another man from Gore's home 
(Carlinville) was paid $5 per day and charged 
up at $10. Many strange things are related 
as having been said, among them that Gore 
told a State official that a certain prominent 
association that he had just inspected should 
be summarily closed up withaut the usual 
sixty days’ notice, and yet that same associa- 
tion was favorably passed upon without fur- 
ther exa mination.

FAIL TO AGREE IN THE AMBLER SUIT. 


Old Case in Cook County Courts Unsettled 
on a Question of Residence. 

‘A jury in Judge Dunne’s court failed to 
agree yesterday in the case of Augustin J. 
Ambler against Rodney M. Whipple and was 
discharged. Amber is the inventor of a 
process for making illuminating gas from 
petroleum, and in 1869 entered into a 
partnership with Whipple in the ownership 
of the patents and the sale of State rights. 
Ina few years there wasa disagreement be- 
tween the two and a law suit was begun in the 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia 
by Ambler against Whipple for his share in 
the proceeds of the sales. Ambler was beaten, 
bu he 8 to the Supreme 
Court of Unit ed States, which re- 
versed the 8 court and ordered a 
decree in favor of the plaintiff. Under this 
decision the District Supreme Court entered 
a decree in 1880 in favor of Ambler for 
$677,000. To enforce collection Ambler be. 
gan suit not long afterward in the United 
States Circuit Court in this district, but the 
court held Am ler being a resident of the 
District of Columbia and not any State he 
could not recover in the Federal Courts. 
Then Ambler resorted to the Circuit Court of 
this county and began an action in debt. The 
suit was begun thirty days after the expira- 
tion of five years from the date of the decree 
in Washington and the whole case turned on 
the question whether Whipple, who was a 
Chicagoan, was a resident of this city dur- 
ing the thirty days. The case caine to 
trial before Judge Clifford and Ambler won 
and the verdict was the largest ever recorded 
in the law courtsof the county. The jury 
gave the plaintiff $1,252,000. Judge Clif- 
ford granted Whipple a new trial and the 
case came to trial before Judge Grinnell in 
1889. Judge Grinnell took the case from the 
jury.on the question of Whipple’s residence, 
Ambler appealed, and the case went to the 
Supreme Court of this State, which reversed 
the decision of Judge Grinnell. The case 
came to trial for the third time in Judge 
Dunne’s court, and the testimony consisted 
almost entirely of depositions. The jury dis- 
agreed on the question whether Whippie was 
a resident of this State when the suit was —

South Dakota Piaying a Role That May 
Lead to Trouble. e 

Washington, D. C., March 29,—Agent J. 
A. Smith of the Yankton reservation, in 
South Dakota, telegraphed the Interior De- 
partment today that a large number of set- 
tlers have squatted on the reservation, and 
that they have been ordered off, but that the 
order could not be enforced. Later he sent 
the tollowing dispatch: 

The State of South Dakota is taking steps to 
appropriate a large part of this land for school 
purposes, in violation of the agreement between 
the government and the Indians. The Indians 
protest against this action, and I concur. 5 

Secretary Smith said tonight that law ‘and 
order must be enforced at the reservation at 
all huzards, and that all assistance found nec- 
essary for the protection of the agency and 
the Indians would be given by the depart- 
ment. The land which the State is seeking 
to legislate to its own use is the most desir- 
able on the reservation, and the department 
Will take prompt steps to secure the defeat of 
the State’s plans. The reservation will soon 
be opened to settlement, and a proclamation 
deciaring it subject to entry is now pending 
the action of the President.

New York; March 29.—R. G. Dun’s Weekly 
Review of Trade will say tomorrow: 

‘Signs of improvement are all the more 
satisfactory because neither accompanied nor 
apparently produced by a speculative craze. 
Dealings in stocks, cotton, and wheat are not 
diverting all the interest and capital from 
productive industry and legitimate trade, 
though these products are all a shade 
stronger. But railroad earnings, bank clear- 
ings, and industrial indications are more en- 
couraging this week. It is a remarkable 
feature that the lifting this year begins at the 
bottom, so to speak; raw materials are raised 
before there is any larger demand for their 
finished products, a thing not often done with 
success.

Question has lately been presented to

That is done by the 
several lines, either collectively and by agree- 
ment, as in Wisconsin, or individually, as is 
the practice from Mississippi River crossings, 
such as Rock Island, Burlington, and Quincy. 
It is not therefore a question over which the 
association has original jurisdiction. 
For example, rates on lum ber 
from Mississippi River crossings are 
issued at the discretion of the parties tnereto, 
because the shipments are destined to points 
outside the territory of the Western Freight 
Association. Rates so made affect those 
which the roads in Wisconsin are able to ob- 
tain on offerings to the same territory—name- 
ly: south of the line of the Rock Island in 
Illinois and to points in Ohio and Indiana,

Rise in Raw Cotton. 


„% Raw cotton has been hoisted until a 
stronger market for goods resulted with some 
advances in prices. The tone of the dry goods 
market has been decidedly improved, though 
itdoes not yet appear that rail distribution 
has correspondingly increased. But stocks of 
retail dealers are light, and when they feel 
that prices are bound to rise the demand may 
gtow rapidly. 

In the woolen tradecancellations in some 
lines have been startling in magnitude, many 
milis which supposed their whole product sold 
finding themseives in great need of custom- 
ers. This seems to be mainly in low grade 
goods, inferior quality being the common 
complaint, but — through strikes also 
play a part, while offers of cheap foreign 
goods are not to be overlooked. Quite large 
orders have been taken by foreign agents for 
finer worsted and woolens, and ali the way 
from the poorest shoddy to the best goods the 
competition will doubtless be sharp for more 
than one reason. Sales of wool for the week 
have been quite large, 5,829,800 pounds, 
against 4,079,200 last year, partly because 
a quantity held fora loan was forced to sale. 
But sales in four weeks have been 19,546,200 
pounis, against 17,919,000 last year, and 
21,133,400 in 1892. 


Speculation Reaches a Halt, 


“Cotton epeculation reached a halt with the 

enormous realizing of last week, and sales 
have been a third smaller, with no advance. 
The season is really late, and there are solid 
reasons for reducing nereage, factors 
traders bemg able to exert a powerful influ- 
ence if they choose, But the supply of eotton 
now in sight or spinners’ hands is over 2,- 
200,000 bales more than the world’s require- 
mentsfor this year, with receipts for five 
months yet to come. Guesses about the con- 
dition of wheat have varied widely this week 
and prices are not much higher, the net ad- 
vance being 1% cents. Atlantic exports, 
flour included, have been 1,391,091 bushels, 
against 1.446.613 last year, and for the 
month 6,511,708 bushels, against 8,909,734 
last year, and meanwhile Western receipts for 
the month have been 7,474,361 bushels, 
against 7,084,513 last year. Corn is a cent 
lower, while pork is 75 cents per barrel and 
lard and hogs 15 cents per hundred pounds 
bigher. 
“* The failures this week have been 234 in 
the United States, against 238 last year, and 
42 in Canada, against 30 last year. But the 
recent increase indicates past rather than re- 
cent conditions of unsoundness. 


STRONG UNDERTONE TO THE MARKET 


Reports Show a Slight Faliing Off in Wall 
Street Trading. 
New York, March 29.—Bra istreet’s Finan- 
cial Review tomorrow will say: 
Although there has been a slacking off in the 
revived specuiative interest, the stock market 
during the present week continues to exhibit a 
fairly strong undertone. The disposition to re- 
alize profits accrued during the advance bas 
been effective in checking the advance, while 
liquidation of bull accounts held upon narrow 
margins was also a noticeable feature. The lat- 
ter process is, however, fot an unhealthy on 
and the reaction has on the whole been regarde 
with favor by the conservative clement. Public 
interest in the market has also not been so no- 
ticeable, and the practical elimination of the 
shozt interest made it necessary fur the woll- 
being of the market that encouragement should 
be given to the putting out of fresh short lines of 
stocks.

IRON PRICES MAY ADVANCE SOON, 


Puiting Up of Coke Kates May Lead to 
Higher Wages. 

Pittsburg, Pa., March 20.— Following the 
advance voluntarily made by the H. C. Frick 
Coke company in the wages of its employés 
in the Connelisville region the price of fur- 
nace coke has been advanced 35 cents a ton, 
to take effect April 1. Deliveries will be made 
after the first of the month at the following 
prices: Furnace coke 51. 35, instead of $1; 
foundry, $1.50; crushed, $1.65. It is prob- 
able that all the Connellsville producers will 
foliow the Frick company and quote the 
same prices: A further advance in prices 
i possibility of the near future, 

operators are of the opinion 
$1.50 per ton should be obtained. 
The advance marks a turn in the tide of low 
prices in the iron industry, which has been 
unprofitable to manufacturers and working- 
men. It is likely the advance in coke 
wi'l be followed by higher prices for ore and 
manufactured iron and steel, Iron workers 
believe that higher prices mean higher wages. 
The immediate effect of the coke producers’ 
action will likely be an advance in pig- 
iron, which has been selling for $9 per ton. 
The furnace operators whose coke contracts 
expire April 1 have little iron sold ahead. 
Those who have long contracts based on 90- 
cent and $1 coke will probably prefer to close 
down instead of paying the advanced coke 
prices. 


LIVELY WAR IN VESSEL INSURANCE, 


Marine Prospects Decidedly for a Slashing 
of the R tes. ' 

Vessel insurance has developed a lively 
warfare since the general agents failed to 
reach an agreement at Detroit Wednesday. 
There is not the slightest evidence that any 
movement now undertaken to bring the 
companies together will be successful. Al- 
ready one general agency is reported to 
have taken steel steamers at 2% per cent, 
as compared to the tariff rate last year of 3 
cents. It is predicted that the rate will go 
as low as 24 per cent. While the owners of 
the big modern boats will reap considerable 
advantage out of the war between the un- 
derwriters, the owners of smaller craft, 
which have lower ratings, will find it ex- 
tremely difficult to get insurance at all un- 
less they pay higher rates than even those 
of last season. 

No insurance at all will be obtainable on 
many craft which have hitherto been in- 
sured to their full limit. In in insurance 
a strong effort is being made to retain the 
present system of doing business—which 
has ruled from the beginning of the lake ma- 
rine+by which the vessel brokers who make 
the charter for the boat also place the insur- 
ance. It is offering the remarkably low rate 
of 15 cents per $100 on grain to Buffalo, as 
against the rate of 50 cents established by 
the Chicago Board of Marine Underwriters. 
If the change is accomplished it will result 
in considerable loss to the marine interest, 
as the fee for chartering vessels is now so 
small it must be increased in case the ves- 
sel brokers lose the commissions on the 
grain cargoes.

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A Sawduat Doll, 

A pretty thing that attracts one’s attention 
to “A Sawdust Doll,” a novel by Mrs. Regin- 
ald De Koven, just issued by the young pub- 
lishing firm of Stone & Kimball, Chicago, is 
its dainty cover of black and gold. The work 
is the first number of the Peacock Series,” 
so called because a sumptuous peacock 
drawn in the Beardsley style, holds two- 
thirds of the title page. The story is about 
a fashionable woman living in New York 
who has reached the age of 30 years without 
feeling love in its romantic phases. True, 
she has been married ten years, but it does 
not follow that she has known love as our 
advanced novelists regard that emotion. 

One gathers that a friend of her father’s, 
Alexander Rivington, has made her his wife 
through varied motives—partly because she 
had been left suddenly in straitened cir- 

cumstances, partly because the elderly Alex- 
ander had been the old friend of her father, 
and because the heroine (whose name, .by 
the way, is Helen) was a young girl of no 
little personal charm. The last motive is 
not put first by Mrs. de Koven, though it 
will be, perhaps, by a worldly-minded read- 
er. A rude, matter-of-fact man, whose busi- 
ness happens to be the reading of novels, 
will condense the first chapter of twenty- 
seven pages into the statement that Alexan- 
der Riyington, aged 50, has married Helen, 
aged 20, principally because she was a hand- 
some, well-bred girl. 

The same type of reader—but of course not 
many of his type will read a novel called A 
Sawdust Doll —will smile cynically when 
informed in the first chapter that Alexander 
Rivington has been allowing Helen her own 
sweet way for ten long years. Alexander 
admires her—nothing more; he expects of 
her only one wifely observance—(here the 
masculine reader lifts his eyebrows)—that 
is, to appear punctually at one juncture of 
the day. And what do you suppose that ob- 
servance is? Of all things in the world it is 
that she be down to breakfast. If one were 
not informed that Alexander Rivington was 
a New-Yorker of distinguished lineage one 
would infer that he had lived at some re- 
mote Western point, for who else but one of 
us benighted Westerners would think of in- 
sisting on punctuality at the most informal 
meal of the day? 

No wonder Helen did not love her husband. 

Thus far the story is original, but with the 
second chapter there arrives in New York 
a friend of Helen’s childhood—one she has 
not seen for fifteen years. Then he wasa 
schoolboy with cropped hair, and ears that 
were too strongly in evidence. His name is 
Philip Aytoun. Can there be any doubt 
with such a name that he is an artist? O, 
my prophetic soul;”’ one turns the page and 
finds that the newcomer is from Paris and 
is indeed an artist. It is then a natural 
inference, the reader thinks, that his ears 
will no longer jut out unpleasantly because, 
being an artist, his hair will belong! And it 
is a corollary of this proposition that he will 
be described further on as ‘‘ handsome as a 
Greek god.“ Ah, these artists in the novels 
—especially in novels written by women. 
They—one means the artists—are all as 
“handsome as a Greek god — Whatever 
that may mean; and yet so many of them 
that one meets in life are weazened little 
fellows smelling of garlic and turpentine. 

In justice to the author of “A Sawdust 
Doll,” one did not look closely to find if 
she used that phrase about “the Greek 

but one is pretty sure that it is some- 
where in the book. It was not nece y to 
read attentively the chapters immediately 
following the first; for one has read them so 
often in other novels. Who has not who 
has read fiction at all? The discontented 
wife who has no child to nurse, and who, 
like Tennyson’ s Clara, is “ sickening of u 
vague disease; the rich, elderly husband 
who is satisfied to see his young wife only 
at the breakfast table (the worst light in the 
wide universe to which a fashionable wom- 
an can be subjected); then the third side of 
the triangle—the handsome artist. Why 
read it all over again when there are books 
of fiction 3 written nowadays in men’s 
heart’s blood? 

A glimpse of the closing chapters reveals 
that Mrs. De Koven has not made the cli- 
max the vulgar one of a weak woman’s sub- 
mission. It would not be proper to gratify 
the reader's curiosity regarding Helen’s 
fate when one has not followed the heroine 
through her love adventure. The style here 
and there shows painstaking effort and an 
attempt at decoration. Take for instance 
the following sentence or two on page 18: 

“Her eyes dreamed of mirages, but her 
lips were prophetic of martyrdoms. If her 
‘goul had matched the pure line of her brow 
she would not have needed the discipline of 
this world. She was slight as a girl and her 
weight had never varied. Nature for once 
having made a perfect work had apparent- 
ly decided to leave it unmolested and had 
begged indulgence of the destroyer Time.“ 

It is cruelty to analyze this, but Hamlet 
says something somewhere of being cruel 
only to be kind. The first sentence is decid- 
edly graceful, but like a flourish in our copy- 
books at school, it is wrong because it 

means nothing. It is so hard to realize that 
lesson about the flourish. The second sen- 
tence is in the strain of the first. But the 
third—what unconscious humor! From the 
mystic infinities to the statement that the 
heroine’s weight had never varied!“ Sen- 
timent and avoirdupois! Then the last sen- 
tence, where has one heard it before? At 
commencement day entertainments of the 
past, when it was written on the finest of 
white paper, and was tied as it ought to be 
with a pink ribbon. 

*. may seem hypercritical, but it should be 

uggested to Messrs. Stone and Kimball 
that while their books are beautifully print- 
ed (as one grows not tired of saying), they 
should pay attention to the elegances of dic- 
tion and the amenities of syntax in books of 
literary pretention.

Standard Dictionary Complete, 

The Tribune acknowledges the receipt of 
the second volume of the Funk & Wagnalis 
Standard Dictionary, a volume which com- 
pletes the great work begun five years ago, 
which employed no less than 247 special- 
ists, cost $960,000 before a completed copy 
was ready, and now bids fair to vindicate 
and sustain in this country the title it 
claims—that of the Standard. A philolog- 
ical criticism is deferred. Only a brief sum- 
mary of facts is submitted to the public. 
Being the latest publication in the fleld in 
which we have already the Century, Web- 
ster’s, Worcester’s, the Imperial, and Stor- 
month, it has the 1 of the work 
that has been done by its predecessors; and 
those who have compared it th its prin- 
cipal competitors declare that its merits 
justify its entrance into a field that seemed 
to be already filled. The following statis- 
ties which the publishers furnish in regard 
to its vocabulary are of peculiar interest: 

The Standard has a vocabulary of more 
than 800,000 words, by actual count, as 
against 225,000 in the Century, 125,000 in the 
International (Webster’s), 105,000 in Worces- 
ter’s, and 60,000 in Stormonth’s. This in- 
crease of 75,000 words over a dictionary pub- 
lished so recently as the first named of these 
indicates much more than appears on the 
surface. It means while there are compara- 
tively few unimportant terms treated that 
all literature has been ransacked for its un- 
recorded important terms, and that all the 
trades and the arts have been laid under con- 
tribution (in electricity alone something like 
4,000 new terms have been entered and de- 
scribed). It means, too, as gleaned by re- 
search in trial lines, that the characters in 
the principal mythologies of the world have 
been given; the terms in mysticism, former- 
ly accessible only in special works, the 
very names of which were unknown to 
the general reader, have been gathered 
together and adequately explained; the 
science of Buddhism, with its little under- 
stood beliefs and system of worship, has 
been unfolded by Max Muller himself. From 
such valuable and not always accessible 
sources as these, and the kindred lines of re- 
cent scientific investigation and economic 
study, have come these 75,000 words more 
than the Century and 175,000 words more 
than Webster’s International. 

The spelling of the 300,000 words has the 
sanction of Prof. F. A. March, LL. D., who 
has pursued a middle course in his decisions 
between offensively new departures and 
those that are moss-covered. To an ad- 
visory committee of fifty persons the pro- 
nunciation was referred, and in disputed 
cases the comparative weight of authority 
is indicated, Definitions are exact and terse; 
the idea of grouping related words and terms 
has been carried further than ever before, 
and the type, while it is open to the charge 
of being fine, is at the same time clear.

The drawings are made by Jules A. Colas of 
this city. It is not only accurate in outline 
but finely shaded, so that the appearance of 
the features is much like what is seen 
through the telescope. The map is accom- 
panied by a pamphlet containing notes by 
Prof. W. W. Payne of the more interesting 
facts about the moon and lists of the more 
prominent objects on its surface, which ma- 
terially help to an acquaintance with the 
topography of our satellite. The map will 
be found à valuable aid to any one who 
wishes to study the surface of the moon, 
whether through an opera glass (no small 
aid if rightly focused), a small telescope, or 
one of the largest instruments at the com- 
mand of the astronomer. 


Malthu« Rev'cead, 

Macmillan & Co. republish in their series 
of economic classics parallel chapters from 
the first and second editions of Malthus’ 
essay on population, with a brief biograph- 
ical sketch and a bibliography. It would 
seem a little out of date to notice at any 
length a work nearly 100 years after its first 
appearance, but this republication of Mal- 
thus is timely in view of some of the theo- 
ries now being advanced. The views he 
brought forward and emphasized in 1798 are 
more evidently true at the present time even 
than they were then, and while we have 
learned that some of the evils of overpopu- 
lation hav@ been met and mitigated by 
causes not fully anticipated by him, nothing 
that has happened in the world’s experience 
has altogether overthrown or discredited 
his theory. At the present time it is well to

Agents and Managers Will Not Be Affect- 
ed Should the Laws Be Enforced by the 
Aud'tor=Valued Pollcy Law Meets with 
No Favor= Missouri Passes aLaw Which 
Pennsylvania Has Deciared Unconstitu- 
tional Rate War Breaks Out in Lexing- 
ton, Ky. 


So far the Legislature of Illinois has not 
passed any bills which seriously affect in- 
surance interests in this State. A number 
have been proposed, including one which in- 
surance men rail against as being an incent- 
ive to crime, known as the valued policy 
bill. Under this law the face of the policy 
is considered by any court having jurisdic- 
tion as evidence of the value of property 
which may be destroyed. The person who 
Owns a house worth $5,000 and who succeeds 
in getting a policy written for $10,000 under 
such a law could collect thé full $10,000 in 
the event of a total loss. Such a bill meets 
with the disapproval of all instirance men, 
and the chances for its becoming a law are 
not good. Perhaps the matter of most inter- 
est to insurance men in connection with the 
present session of the Legislature is the mo- 
tion made in committee to abolish the office 
of Superintendent of Insurance, combining 
his duties with those of the Auditor of State. 
Such a move would be of no special conse- 
quence to insurance interests. Whether the 
laws are enforced by an Insurance Commis- 
sioner or an Auditor makes but little differ- 
ence to an insurance company, if it evades 
that law. In the event of the duties of the 
two offices being combined it would necessi- 
tate a special branch in the Auditor’s office 
with a clerk in charge and with practically 
the same number of assistants now required 
by the Insurance Commissioner to conduct 
the business, 


IT DECLARES 8UCH LAWS VOID, 


Pennsylvania Supreme Court — 2 an 
Act Similar te Mi saurt 

Missouri has committed the same error as 
that which was fought so long in the courts 
of Pennsylvania. The Legislature of Mis 
souri has passed a law requiring the fire in- 
surance companies doing business in that 
State to agree upon a uniform policy which 
is to be approved by the Irisurance Commis- 
sioner and is to go into effect Jan. 1. Such 
a law was passed by the Legislature of 
Pennsylvania, and after passing through 
the lower courts it was appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, which decided while the Legis- 
lature had power to designate a standard 
policy form to be used in that State, it had 
not the power to delegate this authority to 
any person. The action of the two Legisla- 
tures is the same in effect. In Missouri the 
companies are responsible for eeing upon 
the wording of the policy, but it is left to the 
Insurance Commissioner to adop 
whatever policy may be agr 
therefore he is given the authority the Penn- 
sylvania Supreme Court decided could not 
be delegated rightfully. It remains to be 
seen if the Supreme Court of Missouri will 
— the same views as that of Pennsyl- 
vania. 


RATES ARE OFF IN LEXINGTON, KY. 


Companies Engage in a War Which Re- 
sults in Low Premtume«, 
Insurance affairs in Kentucky continue to 
be in a demoralized state. The competition 
inaugurated at Lexington has resulted in al- 
most the practical wiping out of tariff rates 
in that town. Some offthe board companies 
have been cutting rates in two, and the non- 
board companies are keeping up in a race 
for business at smaller premiums. It is re- 
ported a majority of the companies repre- 
sented there have instructed agents to pro- 
tect the companies’ ‘business and are giving 
them liberty to make such rates as they 
deem best.

REVERSES AMERICAN COMPANY CASE, 


Sapreme Court of Minnesota Takes Action 
of Iaterest to In uranece Men, 

St. Paul, Minn., March 29.—[{Special.}— 
Chief Justice Start of the Supreme Court to- 
day reversed the order of the lower court in 
the case of C. H. Ehermantraut and Charles

He proposes if elected to drive politics 
from the City Haii and to make the city em- 
ployés earn their wages. He knows wha’ 
they ought to do, and be means to make them 
do it. Behind him stands a party which is in 
fuvor of civil service reform, and of a busi- 
ness and nota politicg! administration. Be- 
hind nis opponent ia a party opposed to civil 
eervice reform and in favor of continuing the 
present system of municipal misgovernment 
which deprives citizens of what they pay for 
and what they ought to have.

Even when confined to the actue! time and 
place of the races it is so demoralizing that 
question may be fairly put te those who love 
borses whether any benefit which the toler*tion 
of bool-sellm at the races may be supposed to 
eonfer on the breeding of horses can equal the 
barm which it does to the breeding of men. The 
history of this gambling business furnishes a 
record of embezziements and defalcations. of 
wreck of men, and ruin of families. such as hard- 
ly another agency in the annals of crime can 
equal... It has exercised a fatal fascination over 
persons of all ages and froth almost every walk 
of life. 

And then speaking like a veritable prophet, 
Dr. Smyth says: 

Those States which have not already amended 
and sharpened their general gambling statutes 
to meet this pecu iar kind of commission betting. 
will need to take vigiiant action, or the man- 
agers of these rooms, driven from New York, 
Connecticut, and even from New Jer-ey by recent 
legis ation. will transfer their operations— races. 
pool- rooms., telegraph instruments and all—to 
those States where the laws offer them the least 
resistance. Uniform and adequate legisiation is 
needed all over the country to wrest from this 
gambling greed the spoils of the wages of the 
people.

The gamb ers have swouped down on Iilinois 
and have captured one branch of the Legis 
lature and have hopes of the other. 

Before the State is turned over to the pool 
sellers cannvut pub.ic sentiment be arou-ed to 
a poiot where it will demand of the Genera 
Assembly that it legisiate against the gam- 
blers instead of leg s ating for them—by pass- 
ing severer laws instead of taking all the 
L.fe out of those on the statute books now? 

In a pamphlet just published Elliott An- 
thony calis attention to the number of needed 
reformsin civil and criminal law in Illinois. 
He says among other thiugs: 

The law relating to gambling ought to be com- 
pletely overhauled and gambiing in evéry form. 
whether to improve the breed of horses, mules. 
or asses, ought to be prohibited, not whi e horse- 
racing is going on, but all the time, at ali hours 
at the day and night. and every where throughout 
the bounds of the republic. Special provision 
ought to be made for the confiscation of gam- 


If men as fond of spending money as the 
members of the Board of Education are and 
who have asked for so many millions this 
year do not feel like asking for free school 
books the Council should net force them to 
use money for that urpose and outdo them 
in extravagunce. The theory of the school 
law is that the board is better fitted to say 
bow the money given it shall be expended 
than any other body of men can be. The 
theory is a sound one, 

The board was not gulity of the absurdity 
of asking for permission to distribute schvol 
books when it has not accommodations fur 
all the children who wish to enter the public 
schools. It does not propose to give a chiid 
books ata time when it has not a seat for 
bim. Why shou'd the Councii be guilty of 
that absurdiiy and say to the board. “ instead 
of building a schvol-house to accommodate 
some children for whom you have no room, 
and instead of furnishing it and hiring teach- 
ers for it, spend your money in g:ving books 
to children whose parents can pay for them 
and who prefer to do so,””

THE NEW GOVESN&ENT BUILDING. 

The action of the Treasury Department in 
creating a special division of the Supervising 
Architect’s office to take charge of the con- 
struction of the new Government Building, 
with the intention of placing a Chicago archi- 
tect at the head of it, is such an innovation as 
to call for special mention. | 

This action is eminently proper. The gov- 
erument is going to put up in what will soon 
be the largest city in the United States—1f 
New York does not swailow Brooklyn speedi- 
iy—a building which will cost four million 
dollars. This is a larger sum than wiil be re. 
quired for al: the other buildings the con- 
struction of which bas been ordered under the 
present administration. It is for the interest 
of that administration that nothmg should be 
left undone to make the building a monu- 
mental success, 

Whi.e this is plain enough, itis hard for a 
Jepartment to break through the routine of

THE NEW HAMPSHIRE SENATOR, 


He Exposes Sophistry and Sends Honest 
Dollira to the Front, While Dishonest 
Ones He Relocates to the Rear = Free 
Siiver Would Pall Dewan the Whole 
Ames len Monetary F br'ceftatement 
That D.-btore Are More Nameroas than 
C „dis Wite of the Merk. 

Kansas City, Mo., March 24.—The Hon. 
William E. Chandler, United States Senate, 
Washington, D. C.—Dear Sir: I am in re- 
ceipt of your speech, Bimetallism Prom- 
ised by the Republican Party. No Single 
Gold Standard,” delivered to the Senate on 


the 20th of last month, in which you declare 
“the Republican party is sacredly pledged to 


bimetallism,“ and then you say that bi- 


metallism, as I understand it, is the use of 
gold and silver as money metals,each equal- 
ly entitled to coinage of money in the mints 
of bimetallic nations.“ Under your own 
definition bimetallism means the free coin- 
age of silver as well as gold. Hence it le dif- 
ficult to see why you voted against Wol- 
cott’s free coinage resolution. 

The Republican party has never declared 
itself m favor of the coinage of silver, ex- 
cept in so far as it can be done so that the 
purchasing ahd debt-paying power of the 
doliar, whether of gold, silver, or paper, 
shall be at all times equal.“ It is not “sacred- 
ly pledged ”’ to eoin silver at a ratio of 16 to 
1 when the actual ratio now is 33 to 1. 

You say “the discoverers and producers 
of either metal in unusua! quantities are en- 
titled to the profits of their enterprise and 
labor.” Very true, but they are not entitled 
to unload 50 cents worth of silver upon our 
government for a dollar. They are not enti- 
ed to take $500 worth of silver bullion to 
the mint and have the government deliver 
them back 1,000 coined silver dollars, which 
a creditor or depositor must accept. 

You can no more make a 100-cent dollar 
out of 50 cents than you can make a bushel 
of wheat out of a half bushel, and the pro- 
but 48 cts.,and is maintained at its par value 
ly the same consideration at the hands of the 
Government as the producers of all the other 
metals, and the producers of wheat and all 
the other cereals, and the thousands of pro- 
ducers of manufactured products in your 
own State. No more and no less. 

You declare that, ‘‘ if both metals are used 
as money, jointly, neither can depreciate in 
value as long as they are used as money.“ 
Nevertheless, we use silver as money now 
to a far greater extent than ever before, 
while silver, has depreciated in value from 
$1.29 per ounce in 1873 to 61 cents, its pres- 


ent value, and the silver dollar is now worth 


but 48 cents, and is maintained at par value 
solely because the law makes it convertible 
into gold and not because it is used as 
„% money.“ 

Our dollar is worth in Mexico two of their 
own dollars, while the Mexican dollar—7% 
grains heavier than ours—is worth but 48% 
cents in New York. Bore a hole in our silver 
dollar no larger than a knitting needle and 
it becomes a *‘ mutilated coin, only worth 


its bullion value. Take a ten-dollar gold 


eagie and a silver dollar, cut each in two 
rts. Both cease to be coins and both are 
bullion. The gold eagle is worth the same 
as it was before being severed, while the sil- 
ver dollar has dropped to 48 cents because it 
has ceased to be supported by and held up 
to 1 — value by gold. 
ow, does the Government possess any 
necromantic power to raise the value of sil- 
ver from 61 cents per ounce in the markets 
of the world to $1.29 per ounce, simply 
by running part of it through a mint? If it 
has, it possesses the extraordinary power of 
making something out of nothing, and of 
making us all rich. 

You say It is folly to say that silver isa 
money metal merely because we use it for 
subsidiary . col e, and maintain the par- 
ity with gold of our limited quantity of 
coined silver dollars.” Our coined silver 
dollars at present which you think so lim- 
tod,“ amount to 421,000,000, and only 52,- 
000,000 can be keptin circulation. These sil- 
ver dollars alone weigh over 12,000 tons, 
while our bullion and subsidiary coins weigh 
5,000 tons more. This, instead of being a 
“limited supply,” seems to be a pretty lib- 
eral supply, espetially as only 52,000,000 of 
ollars and 65,000,000 of fractional 
coins ‘are in circulation, leaving 507,000,000 
lying idle in the Treasury or represented by 
certificates. These are facts which I glean 
from the report of the Director of the Mint. 

Now, if we cannot put these vast sums of 
silver into circulation, where is the the wis- 
dom of opening our mints to free coinage, 
and allowing silver producers and specula- 
tors to turn all the bullion now in the mar- 
ket and all the mines can produce, worth 60 
cents an ounce, into our mints at a coinage 
value of $1.29 per ounce for debt paying pur- 
poses? I can k at this only in the light of 
a gigantic robbery of the public for the ben- 
efit of comparatively a few men, 

You seem not to be aware that prior to 1866 
the United States was a non-producing sil- 
ver country, and in 1893 we produced 577, 
000,000 of silver, which was nearly twice as 
much as the whole world produced in 1860, 
and nearly twice the capacity of our mints 
to coin, and the world's product was five 
times as much as it was in 1860. 

Since the repeal of the Sherman purchas- 
ing act a vast amount of silver bullion has 
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und kept it at the high standard of gold by a 
loreing- process. 

But if you want to cut our money in two in 
the middle force the country to a silver basis 
by free and it is dene. All the vast 
deposits in ‘of our banks, excepting 4 
alone, would instantly lose one-half of its 
purchasing power, because it would be only 
worth one-half as much as it now is when 
kept at a parity with gold, and all of our 
$61,000,000 of paper money would share the 
Same fate, as well as the $200,000,000 of na- 
tional bank notes. Is it possible that any- 
thing but panic and ruin could follow such 
monstrous folly as this? 

Is there any reason why we should desert 
the well-trodden financial path followed by 
the great commercial nations of the earth 
for centuries and join Mexico, South Amer- 
ica, China, India, and Japan? We of the 
West who are fighting for sound money 


pecially to New England, for unanimous 
aid, both in the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, and we view with much regret 
any speech or action from that quarter that 
aves aid and comfort to the free coinage of 
Silver. 

You say that it may be, and doubtless 
is, the pathway to strength and honor for 
the Nutional Government to pay all its ex- 
isting obligations in gold.“ That is certain- 
ly sound doctrine. What are these obliga- 
tions? Some 750 millions of interest bonds, 
$61,000,000 of its own demand paper, and 
205 millions of national bank notes, based on 
government bonds, or say 581,910,000 000 in 
all of paper. Add to this 624 millions of 
silver which we are pledged to keep at par 
with gold. Here is a grand aggregate of 
$2,540,000,000 of “existing obligations,“ 
which you admit must be paid in gold: and 
“if tt is the path of strength and honor 
for the government to pay its existing 
obligations in gold,” is not this addo true of 
individuals? 

As the “ existing obligations ” of the gov- 
ernment are all the money we have, it fol- 
lows that debtors must pay their debts in 
these obligations, payable in gold. Both 
political parties are pledged by their plat- 


parity, and the government is pledged by 
law todo the same thing. When do you pro- 
bose to start out with obligations not pay- 
able in gold? Do you advocate two kinds 
of money—one at par with gold and one on 
a silver basis? Shall we begin issuing 
Treasury notes not payable in gold, and 
open our mints to free coinage of silver not 
to be kept at par with gold? Is it not the 

Path of strength and honor” to pay our 
future obligations in gold, as well as our 

existing obligations? Suppose that the 
Treasurer should proceed to pay the sal- 
aries of the next Congress in paper or silver 
money worth 50 cents on the dollar, would 
not you object? 

You express much gympathy for the debt- 
or class, and none for the creditors, and yet 
the people of your State belong mostly to 
the creditor class. The 175,000 depositors of 
your savings banks are equal in numbers to 
nearly twice the number of your voters. 
Add the depositors in your State and nation- 
al banks and these creditors exceed in num- 
ber one-half of your entire population. Are 
they not entitled to some consideration? 
You declare that the American voters will 
decide between gold monometallism, as the 
one alternative, and silver monometallism 
as the other,” and the line of your arguments 
are all in aff of silver monometallism. 

This means simply that we shall go upon 
a silver or 50 cent basis, and all the money 
except gold in your State and in this country 
will be reduced to that basis and be cut in 
two in the midle in purchasing power. There 
is no escape from this, however much it may 
be obscured by deceptive sophistry. No 
legislation can be devised that will make a 
dollar out of 50 cents when used to buy 
things. 

The way to prosperity is easily pointed 
out, and it is “the path of strength and 
honor and honest money. 

Fund the demand Treasury notes. In- 
crease the national bank facilities so as to 
supply all needs for sound currency, collect 
all tariff taxes in gold, stop the everlasting 
clamor for free cginage of 50 cent dollars 
and theats to forte the country upon a sil- 
ver monometal basis. Give us an ample 
protective tariff to produce adequate rev- 
enue and maintain the American wage scale. 

Do these and the country will arise out 
of the slough of despond and move forward 
once more to prosperity and happiness. Re- 
spectfully yours, O. B. Guy.

CAMPBELL MURDER STILL A MYSTERY. 


Coroner’s Jury at Lexington, Ky., Finds 
It Was Done br a Robber. 

Lexington, Ky., March 29.~—The Coroner’s 
jury returned a verdict today that Andrew J. 
Campbell was shot by some one trying to 
commit robbery. There still is no clew to 
the assassin. Andrew J. Campbell, Secretary 
of the Chamber of Commerce, President of 
the Humane Society, and a leading fire in- 
surance man, was killed under suspicious cir- 
cumstances at daybreak today. He occupied 
a room with his 13-year-old son on the first 
floor opening on a rear porch. About 5 
o’clock the little fellow was awakened by the 
crashing glass in the door and tne fall of 
a brickba on floor. A moment 
later he heard a pistoi-shot, then a quick 
scuffle, and another pstol-shot.

Maxy Poricemen: * What are the principal 
features of the Evans and Shanndhan bills at 
Springfield.” The Evans bill exempts policemen 
from civil-service examinations if they have been 
in service for five or more years. The bill has 
passed the Senate and is now in the House. The 
Shannaban bill exempts all policemen or firemen 
now in service from civil-service examinations, 


The bill has passed both branches of the Legisla - 


ture, and will become alaw ss soon as adopted 
at the coming election. The leaders of both par 
ties are in favor of the bill. Under the provis- 
ion of this bill the moment the newly elected 
Mayor appoints his three Civil Service Commis- 
sioners no fireman, policeman, or other city em- 
ployécan be removed except for cause and after 
trial before the Commissioners. The report 
which has been industriously circulated among 
the Police and Fire Departments that the new 
law affects the present rules and regulations is 
absolutely baseless. Firemen have been told 
that they will be docked when they are sick or 
on furlough and that pensions will be 
discontinued. The new law does not 
touch these points. It provides only fot 
the filling oof vacancies, The police 
men have been scared by a report that they will 
have to undergo another examination, physical 
as well as mental, if they are to retain their 
places. This is not true. When the law goes 
into effect no one can be dropped except for 
cause and after a fair trial. This law makes or- 
ery policeman and fireman entirely independent 
of political pull.” Every man holds his posi- 
tion as long as he does his duty.
